Two days dedicated to the un¬ 
derstanding and education of 
individuals with Autism Spec¬ 
trum Disorders (ASD) opened 
on Friday evening, April 16 
with an official welcome by 
Aruba’s Prime Minister Mike 
Eman. He expressed his great 
pride in the two women that in¬ 
stigated the event, Monique 
Kuiperi-van Embden, Founder 
and President of the Fundacion 
Autism Aruba (FAA), and 
Dilma Arends-Geerman, Sec¬ 
retary and Co-founder of FAA, 
who acted as MC for the 
evening. Dilma presented the 
Prime Minister with a sym¬ 
bolic pin in gratitude for his 
participation, and taking time 
to endorse their endeavor. 

The opening event began 
with the story of these two 
women, and how their journey 
began in 2002 upon discover¬ 
ing they both had autistic chil¬ 
dren. At the time, the lack of 
information and support on 
Aruba was very discouraging. 
They were determined to edu¬ 
cate themselves, other parents, 
and teachers to learn how to 
work with youngsters who are 
autistic, and in particular un¬ 
derstand and recognize the di¬ 
versity of manifestations of 
autism, and the very individual 
learning and socialization 
needs of each child. The FAA 
was founded in 2005, and with 
an increasing number of vol¬ 
unteers, self-education and re¬ 
search, they were able to 
attract top researchers and 
autism experts to Aruba for 
this weekend’s symposium. 

The FAA team reports they 
are overwhelmed by the re¬ 
sponse, and the ballroom of the 
Westin Aruba Resort, which is 
hosting the event, was filled to 
capacity with over 200 teach¬ 
ers, parents and social workers 
on Friday evening, including a 
delegation from SOKH foun¬ 
dation of Curacao. Mrs. Inge 
Boutier, founder of SOKH and 
a specialist in activity training, 
along with her colleague 
Yolanda Wiel, conducted a 
workshop for parents on Satur-

EU says half of normal flights may 
run today 


AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands (AP) - European air 
traffic could return to about 50 
percent of normal levels today 
if weather forecasts confirm 
that skies over half the conti¬ 
nent are emptying of the vol¬ 
canic ash that has thrown 
global travel into chaos, the 
European Union said. 

The prospects for a return 
to normal air travel remained 
far from clear, however. 

Several major airlines 
safely tested the skies with 
weekend flights that did not 
carry passengers. Germany 
temporarily loosened some 
airspace restrictions before the 
EU announcement yesterday 
evening, allowing limited ope¬ 
rations from some of its largest 
airports before closing them 
again yesterday evening. 
Other countries enforced clo¬ 
sures on their national airspace 
through late yesterday, today 
or even tomorrow as meteoro¬ 
logists warned that the air¬ 
borne ash was still unpredic¬ 
table and potentially danger¬ 
ous. 

The shutdowns imposed 
after an Icelandic volcano 
begun erupting Wednesday 
have stranded millions of trav¬ 
elers. They are costing the avi¬ 
ation industry, already reeling 
from a punishing economic 
period, at least $200 million a 


day, according to the Interna¬ 
tional Air Transport Associa¬ 
tion. 

EU Transport Commis¬ 
sioner Siim Kallas told re¬ 
porters in Brussels that "it is 
clear that this is not sustain¬ 
able. We cannot just wait until 
this ash cloud dissipates.” 

Diego Lopez Garrido, state 
secretary for EU affairs for 
Spain, which holds the rota¬ 
ting EU presidency, said that 
"now it is necessary to adopt a 
European approach” instead of 
a patchwork of national clo¬ 
sures and openings. 

"Probably tomorrow one 
half of EU territory will be in¬ 
fluenced. This means that half 
of the flights may be opera¬ 
ting,” Lopez Garrido said 
about conditions today. 

France's transport minister, 
Dominique Bussereau, said 
there will be a meeting today 
of European ministers affected 
by the crisis to coordinate ef¬ 
forts to reopen airspace. 

Regulators need to take 
into account that airlines from 
Holland to Austria flew suc¬ 
cessful test flights yesterday 
despite official warnings about 
the dangers of the plume, 
Lopez Garrido said. 

KLM Royal Dutch Airlines 
said that by midday yesterday 
it had flown four planes 
through what it described as a 


gap in the layer of microscopic 
dust over Holland and Ger¬ 
many. The ash began spewing 
from an Icelandic volcano 
Wednesday and has drifted 
across most of Europe, shut¬ 
ting down airports as far south 
and east as Bulgaria. 

Air France, Lufthansa and 
Austrian Airlines also sent up 
test flights, although most 
traveled below the altitudes 
where the ash has been heavily 
concentrated. 

National air safety regula¬ 
tors have the right to close 
down a country's air space in 
cases of extreme danger. But 
they can also grant waivers to 
airlines to conduct test flights 
or to ferry empty airliners 
from one airport to another at 
lower altitudes not affected by 
the main ash clouds. 

Kallas called the problems 
spawned by the eruption un¬ 
precedented and said there 
were no EU-wide rules for 
handling such a crisis. 

Kyla Evans, spokeswoman 
for the European air traffic 
control agency Eurocontrol, 
said earlier in the day that it 
was up to national aviation au¬ 
thorities to decide whether to 
open up their airspace. The 
agency's role was to coordi¬ 
nate traffic once it was al¬ 
lowed to resume 


Tearful pope says church will better 
protect young 


VALLETTA, Malta (AP) - 
Pope Benedict XVI met yester¬ 
day with a group of clerical 
sex-abuse victims and told 
them with tears in his eyes that 
the Catholic Church would 
seek justice for pedophile 
priests and implement "effec¬ 
tive measures” to protect young 
people from abuse, the Vatican 
and victims said. 

Benedict expressed his 
"shame and sorrow” at the pain 


the men and their families suf¬ 
fered and prayed with them 
during the meeting at the Vati¬ 
can's embassy in Malta. 

It was the first time Bene¬ 
dict had met with abuse victims 
since the worldwide clerical 
abuse scandal engulfed the Vat¬ 
ican earlier this year, and it 
marked his most personal and 
forceful statement on the spi¬ 
raling scandal since a letter to 
Irish faithful a month ago. 


"He prayed with them and 
assured them that the Church is 
doing, and will continue to do, 
all in its power to investigate 
allegations, to bring to justice 
those responsible for abuse and 
to implement effective meas¬ 
ures designed to safeguard 
young people in the future,” the 
Vatican statement said. 

The Vatican offered no fur¬ 
ther details of what measures 
would be implemented. 


Elaborate state funeral for 


Poland’s first couple 


KRAKOW, Poland (AP)- 
Some 150,000 Poles paid their 
last respects to Polish Presi¬ 
dent Lech Kaczynski and his 
wife, Maria, as the couple were 
interred yesterday among 
kings, poets and statesmen in 
the ancient Wawel Cathedral in 
a ceremony long on tradition 
but short on world leaders 
whose travel plans were 
wrecked by the enormous 
plume of volcanic ash that 
blanketed Europe. 

President Barack Obama, 
French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy and German Chancel¬ 
lor Angela Merkel were among 
those canceled at the last mi¬ 
nute because of the expanding 
ash cloud, dangerous to air¬ 
plane engines, that left nearly 
all of the continent's airports 
since late Thursday. 

"All the French people will 
be, in their thoughts, with the 
Polish people,” Sarkozy said in 
a letter sent yesterday to acting 
President Bronislaw Ko- 
morowski expressing his re¬ 
gret for being unable to attend. 

The volcanic ash from Ice¬ 
land did not deter everyone. 


The leaders of Baltic and 
Balkan states came by car for 
the stately event. Czech Presi¬ 
dent Vaclav Klaus took the 
train and car to get to Krakow. 

Polish police estimated the 
number of mourners in 
Krakow at nearly 150,000. 

Russian President Dmitry 
Medvedev flew by plane from 
Moscow for the funeral. His 
presence was a further sign of 
the warming ties between the 
two countries, which had been 
strained for centuries, most re¬ 
cently because of communism 
and the 1940 Katyn massacre. 

Krakow Archbishop Stanis- 
law Dziwisz acknowledged 
those new ties in remarks to 
the congregation at the state 
funeral, noting that the tragedy 
had given rise "to many layers 
of good between the people 
and nations.” 

"The sympathy and help we 
have received from Russian 
brothers has breathed new life 
into a hope for closer relations 
and reconciliation between our 
two Slavic nations,” Dziwisz 
said. "I direct these words to 
the president of Russia.”

Her topic for the evening was 
“Peer Relationships at 
School.” Dr. Underwood, the 
parent of an autistic child, is 
employed as Senior Staff Sci¬ 
entist for SSAI, Inc, supporting 
NASA’s Earth Science Enter¬ 
prise. She has a monthly radio 
program on Autism One 
Radio. Her topic covered bio¬ 
medical developments in the 
field of autism. 

Also traveling to Aruba to 
lecture at the conference and 
conduct workshops were Dr. 
Andy Shih, Vice President of 
Scientific Affairs at Autism 
Speaks, Dr. Claudine Dietz, 


clinical psychologist specializ¬ 
ing in children from infancy to 
four years, with an eye towards 
early detection of autism. Mrs. 
Cecilia Fernandez de Niembro, 
an engineer in biochemistry at 
the Instituto Tecnologico de 
Estudios Superiories, in Mon¬ 
terey, Mexico lectured on “Nu¬ 
trition and Autism;” Dr. 
Miguel Santana, a frequent 
lecturer in the Netherlands and 
Belgium, discussed “Autism 
and Adulthood: Provision of 
Services,” and conducted a 
workshop on “Autism, Sexual¬ 
ity and Relationships.” 

Other guest lecturers in¬ 


cluded Dr. Valerie Paradiz, co¬ 
founder of the Open Center for 
Autism, Dr. Adel Najdowski, 
Manager of Reasearch and De¬ 
velopment at the Center for 
Autism and Related Disorders 
and author of “Card Skills,” a 
comprehensive assessment and 
curriculum for children with 
autism. Dr. Sheryl Rosin, who 
lectured on “Speech and Lan¬ 
guage Pathology,” has been a 
practicing clinician since 1996, 
and is considered one the top 
experts in ASD. She founded 
The Center for ASD in Birm¬ 
ingham, Michigan, and is con¬ 
sidered to have set the “gold 
standard” for autism diagnos¬ 
tics. 

“Autism seriously affects 
the quality of life if not diag¬ 
nosed and treated,” stated FAA 
President Monique Kuiperi- 
van Embdem. “For people 
with autism it can be a daily 
struggle to understand and 
function in a world that seem 
strange to them, even threaten¬ 
ing, at times. Special therapy, 
care and support are therefore 
very important, without this, 
an individual with autism will, 
at some point in life, feel lim¬ 
ited.” 

“When one understands 
autism, it creates a certain will¬ 
ingness,” Monique concludes, 
“Willingness is needed to help 
look for solutions, even though 
circumstances are not ideal and 
options for care and therapy 
are limited; to look for individ¬ 
ual capabilities and talents in¬ 
stead of looking at the person’s 
limitations, to make use of 
strengths and to overcome 
weaknesses; to help make nec¬ 
essary adaptations and to give 
hope where people feel hope¬ 
less. A person with autism is 
not a puzzle piece; it is autism 
as a disorder that is an un¬ 
solved puzzle, as yet. The 
question is: Who is missing a 
piece of the puzzle?” 


ORANJESTAD - The unpre¬ 
dictable effects of the current 
worldwide economic crisis in¬ 
fluencing consumer spending 
and demand for air travel con¬ 
tinue to impact passenger traf¬ 
fic and flight results at Queen 
Beatrix International Airport. 
Aruba Airport Authority N.V. 
(AAA) reports, where revenue 
generating passengers (RGP) 
for the first quarter of 2010 
show a slight decrease, al¬ 
though flights increased over 
the first three (3) months of 
2010. 

RGP figures for commer¬ 
cial passengers were down 
1.4% and flights were up by 
2.5% compared to the first 
quarter of 2009. A mere 12 
months ago first quarter 2009 
figures were 

-11.5% and -9.0% respec¬ 
tively. This does give an indi¬ 
cation that even though RGP 
figures are below 2009, there 
is a slight positive improve¬ 
ment on traffic to the island. 

IATA, the International Air 
Transport Association, revised 
the airline industry forecast for 
2010 from a -US$5.6 billion 
loss to an overall -US$2.8 bil¬ 
lion loss. IATA claims that a 
stronger recovery in demand 
has been registered and since 
seat capacity will remain rather 
flat for 2010, airlines will most 
probably experience yield im¬ 
provements. 

The North American mar¬ 
ket registered an overall 
growth of 4.9% compared to 
first quarter 2009. Delta, Con¬ 
tinental and SLM added more 
frequencies and/or upgraded 
equipment during this period 
showing capacity growth of 
18.1%, 13.0% and 52% re¬ 
spectively. The winter season 
2009/10 however has been the 
first in decades that Aruba did 


not have charter service from 
the United States. 

Another market that 
showed a positive increase was 
the Netherlands Antilles which 
grew by 3.2%. Tiara and Insel 
Air both added more flights 
during the first three (3) 
months of 2010. 

The European market 
showed a strong decline 
namely of -38.4% compared to 
the first quarter of 2009 but 
this is mainly due to the high 
volume of cruise turn around 
charter flights from the UK 
and Spain that did not return 
this season. In addition, an Ital¬ 
ian charter between Milan and 
Aruba operated for one winter 
season only. The Dutch market 
experienced a decrease of 
12.9% compared to the same 
period in 2009. 

The Latin American Mar¬ 
ket, especially the Venezuelan 
market, is experiencing a 
steady decline during the first 
quarter of 2010. Unfortunately 
the continued changes in travel 
and currency policies deter¬ 
mined by the Venezuelan gov¬ 
ernment make marketing and 
sales efforts extremely chal¬ 
lenging. 

‘As we have mentioned in 
the past, we remain cautious 
and are ensuring everything 
possible to minimize the im¬ 
pact due to the economic 
downturn’ said Peter Stein- 
metz, Managing Director 
AAA. “We are in constant con¬ 
tact with our airline and 
tourism partners in order to en¬ 
sure that we retain our air serv¬ 
ice and route network. 
Demand for the destination is 
pivotal in this equation and we 
work closely with our tourism 
partners supporting their mar¬ 
keting and efforts to increase 
bookings for the destination.”

One of the best times to go ex¬ 
ploring is early in the morning; 
the sun is not so hot yet, and 
also you are treated to some 
special sights - like the colorful 
island birds busy feeding. I 
have picked up people just be¬ 
fore sunrise to take them out to 
see the tropical and water birds 
that inhabit our island; we have 
many kinds, almost 200, but I 
will only talk about some of 
the most famous today.

A little yellow bird we call 
a Barica Geel, or Yellow Belly, 
is common throughout the 
Caribbean and known as a Ba- 
nanaquit and they do so like 
sweet things. They are brave 
little birds, and if you leave 
some sugar or an open packet 
of jam out for them, they will 
come right to your table. 
Aruba’s national bird is the 
Trupial; it has very distinctive 
coloring - bright orange with 
black and white flashes - a real 
tropical bird. It has a very 
lovely song, not like the other 
beautiful yellow bird we call 
Trupial Cacho, which will 
make you want to cover your 
ears! 

Also very loud and 
screechy is our famous Pri¬ 
kichi, the brilliant green and 
yellow parrots you often find 
perched on cactus, because 
they love the fruit. It is rare to 
find them alone, they are usu¬ 
ally a pair or sometimes four or 
five together, and how they 
chatter! They love to talk and 
talk back and forth, so you al¬ 
ways know well in advance 
when there are prikichis near, 
though sometimes they are 
hard to spot in a tree full of

green foliage.

song is the Chuchubi, which 
looks plain until they spread 
their wings; then they take 
your breath awy. 

We have so many birds, but 
these are the most typical of 
the island and live here all year 
round; I don’t think there is 
enough space on this page to 
talk of the many birds that 
come and go during their mi¬ 
grations and live by the water, 
so I save that for another day.

Diminutive terns arriving to mate 



Just as tourists come here to 
get married the diminutive 
terns arrived on April 11 at 
Baby Beach for their mat¬ 
ing season. 

During the mating rituals 
the male woos the female 
by preparing dinner for her. 
He flies over the sea to get 
piskechi, a small type fish, 
to give it to the female, but 
before serving her dinner 
she must treat him to a 
dance. They raise their 
feathers above their head, 
raise their tails and beaks, 
lower their wings and walk 
behind each other and mak¬ 
ing rounds. The whole group 
dances mingled in each other. 
Occasionally some pairs sep¬ 
arate from the group and the 
females lay their eggs. If 
everything goes right, the 
eggs will hatch on time for 
the terns to migrate to Brazil. 

The diminutive terns own 
time-share on Aruba, but in 
the last years this has dimin¬ 
ished to only a few reefs in 
front of the refinery. 
Nonetheless, almost the 
whole south coast of the is¬ 
land is adequate for breeding, 
if only there were less people 
frequenting the reefs. 

It is not known why the 
terns breed at only one place. 
They used to breed on the is¬ 


land of Curasao, then on 
Bonaire and since the 80’s 
they breed on Aruba. Maybe 
it is the pressure on their 
habitat that made it impossi¬ 
ble for them to continue 
breeding there. A fact is that 
they like to eat piskechis, 
which are located in the seas 
60 miles northeast of Aruba. 
Maybe the piskechis moved 
more to the north of Aruba, 
thus getting closer to the is¬ 
land. 

Diminutive terns also 
breed on the reefs in front of 
Savaneta and Oranjestad. Ex¬ 
perts think that if the terns 
continue breeding in one area 
year after year the pressure of 
parasites increase, so they 
continue changing their 
breeding grounds. Also a 


sudden noise can make them 
abandon their eggs as was the 
case a few years ago when a 
group started laying eggs for 
a second time after a festive 
event with fireworks which 
took place in Oranjestad. It is 
known that terns abandon 
their chicks if people visit 
their breeding ground to 
often. The Department of 
Agriculture, Husbandry and 
Fisheries a few years ago en¬ 
countered such a case where 
they found a few dead chicks 
on a reef in front of Savaneta 
during the Lent season. 

It is also known that their 
habitat can change. In 2004, 
Hurricane Ivan brought 
stones on the reefs in front of 
San Nicolas making it diffi¬ 
cult for the diminutive terns 


to lay their eggs. The birds 
need a clean piece of land 
where lay their eggs in a large 
group and nests close to each 
other. This reduces the 
chance for seagulls to pick 
their eggs, eat the chick or 
steel their piskechis when 
breeding. And now the 
change is the refinery not 
being active. 

Experts are astounded that 
the reefs in front of the refin¬ 
ery are a breeding ground for 
terns. Many people think that 
the noise, and lights at night 
and possible contaminants 
will make this place very un¬ 
favorable for breeding. Al¬ 
though there is a big 
advantage, nobody goes there 
except biologists who in the 
past 10 years have been 


studying the diminutive 
terns. There are also other 
kinds of terns breeding here 
on the reefs in Oranjestad, 
but less frequent than the 
diminutive terns. The De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, 
Husbandry and Fisheries in 
the past received claims 
that people would go in 
boats to the reefs to collect 
the eggs. 

The Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Husbandry and 
Fisheries is collaborating 
with instances to regulate 
the protection of the Terns to 
create a living ground for. 
From the 10 different species 
of Terns that are breeding on 
Aruba four are at risk of ex¬ 
tension. They are important 
for the biodiversity of Aruba 
because not only did they the 
increase in 10 different 
species but also because their 
nests are an important nutri¬ 
ent for our fauna on the reefs 
which in turn are important 
for other animals such as the 
Blue Common butterfly, the 
Peanut Spider, Iguana and 
Gecko.

Hydrogen still in the eco-car race 


BERLIN - Hydrogen, one of 
Earth's most abundant ele¬ 
ments, once was seen as green 
energy's answer to the petro¬ 
leum-driven car: easy to pro¬ 
duce, available everywhere 
and nonpolluting when burned. 

Hydrogen energy was de¬ 
feated by a mountain of ob¬ 
stacles — the fear of 
explosion by the highly flam¬ 
mable gas, the difficulty of 
carrying the fuel in large, 
heavy tanks in the vehicle, 
and the lack of a refueling 
network. Automakers turned 
to biofuels, electricity or the 
gas-electric hybrid. 

But hydrogen, it turns out, 
never was completely out of 
the race. Now Israeli scien¬ 
tists and entrepreneurs claim 
to have brought hydrogen en¬ 


ergy a step closer by putting 
it in much smaller, lighter 
containers. 

Rather than using metal or 
composite cylinders of com¬ 
pressed gas that look like 
bulky scuba gear, hydrogen is 
packed into glass filaments 
which, once out of the lab, 
will be only slightly thicker 
than a human hair. 

These 370 glass capillaries 
are bundled into a glass tube 
called a capillary array, about 
the width of a drinking straw. 
The scientists say 11,000 
such arrays will fuel a car for 
400 kilometers (240 miles), 
take less than half the space 
and weight of tanks currently 
installed in the few hydrogen 
cars now available. 

"We have shown new ma¬ 


terials that can store more hy¬ 
drogen than any other sys¬ 
tem," says Dan Eliezer, chief 
scientist of C.En Ltd., the 
company based in Geneva, 
Switzerland, where the Is¬ 
raelis are developing their in¬ 
vention. 

The scientists make no at¬ 
tempt to improve the stan¬ 
dard fuel cell, which is not 
much different today from 
when it was invented more 
than 150 years ago. A fuel 
cell makes electricity from 
chemical reactions involving 
hydrogen and oxygen, pro¬ 
ducing only water vapor as a 
byproduct. The fuel cell can 
be compared with a standard 
car's engine, while the capil¬ 
lary arrays would be compa¬ 
rable to the gasoline tank. 


Apple Fans Are Clueless About Security, 


Hacker Says 

Apple fans who claim that 
the Mac is more secure than 
PCs not only are wrong, but 
they're ignorant about their 
security risks, says a well- 
known hacker and security 
expert who has made a name 
for himself finding vulnera¬ 
bilities in Windows. And 
Apple itself doesn't take se¬ 
curity as seriously as does 
Microsoft, he claims. 

Marc Maiffret, currently 
chief security architect at se¬ 
curity firm FireEye first 
gained a modicum of fame as 
a hacker targeting Microsoft 
products. For example, he 
uncovered the security hole 
that the Code Red worm ex¬ 
ploited back in 2001 to attack 
Windows servers. 

He's been no stranger to 
publicity, being one of the 
hackers featured on MTV's 
I'm a Hacker, and named as 
one of People Magazine's 
"Next Wave" of people to 
watch, back in 2004. 

In an interview with CNet, 


he claims that Microsoft 
takes security more seriously 
than does Apple, and excori¬ 
ates Apple fans as being "ig¬ 
norant" about security risks. 

Maiffret says he believes 
Microsoft does one of the 
best jobs in the industry 
around security, telling CNet: 

"From an internal process 
in how they go about auditing 
their code and securing soft¬ 
ware from a technical per¬ 
spective, they do have one of 
the best models. The area 
they still have room for im¬ 
provement is around time 
lines of how long it takes for 
them to fix things." 

As for Apple and its fans, 
he has very little good to say, 
saying that the Mac is vulner¬ 
able, and its fans ignorant 
about security risks: 

"...they try to market 
themselves as more secure 
than the PC, that you don't 
have to worry about viruses, 
etc. Anytime there's been a 
hacking contest, within a few 


hours someone's found a new 
Apple vulnerability. If they 
were taking it seriously, they 
wouldn't claim to be more se¬ 
cure than Microsoft because 
they are very much not. And 
the Apple community is 
pretty ignorant to the risks 
that are out there as it relates 
to Apple. The reason we don't 
see more attacks out there 
compared to Microsoft is be¬ 
cause their market share isn't 
near what Microsoft's is." 

And he leaves no doubt 
that he believes Microsoft as 
a company pays more atten¬ 
tion to security than does 
Apple, and says the only rea¬ 
son the Mac hasn't been tar¬ 
geted by malware writers is 
that it doesn't have a large 
enough installed base: "I 
think Microsoft does a better 
job with their code auditing 
than folks like Apple do. 
We've only seen a scratching 
of the surface as far as Apple 
vulnerabilities because no¬ 
body cares to find them.”

Smart soccer goalies 


should wear red 
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Soccer players are less likely 
to score on a penalty shot if 
the goalie is wearing red, a 
new study shows. 

Researchers examined the 
performance and expectation 
of success of 40 university 
soccer players shooting 
against goalies wearing dif¬ 
ferent-colored shirts. Each of 
the players took a total of 20 
shots, 10 against a goalie 
wearing a shirt with black 
stripes and 10 against a goalie 
wearing a shirt with either 
blue, yellow, green or red 
stripes. 

Before they took their 
shots, the players were asked 
to estimate how many goals 
they would score and how 
confident they were of their 
estimate. 

The color of the goalie's 


shirt didn't affect how many 
goals a player believed he 
would score. However, the 
scoring success rate was low¬ 
est against a goalie in red (54 
percent), followed by yellow 
(69 percent), blue (72 per¬ 
cent), and green (75 percent). 

"These findings lend sup¬ 
port to the idea that red cloth¬ 
ing could give a sportsperson 
or team a small but meaning¬ 
ful advantage [one penalty in 
five] in a competitive en¬ 
counter," study author Iain 
Greenlees, of the University 
of Chichester, said in a news 
release. 

"It also has implications 
for sports in which a com¬ 
petitor is assigned a colored 
corner randomly, like boxing 
or martial arts in the 
Olympics," he added. 


March video game retail sales climb 6 percent 


NEW YORK - After a rocky 
2009 followed by two 
months of double-digit de¬ 
clines, U.S. retail sales of 
video game software, hard¬ 
ware and accessories finally 
saw an uptick in March. 

Market researcher NPD 
Group said Thursday total 
video game sales climbed 6 
percent from the same month a 
year earlier, to $1.52 billion. 
Strong sales of Nintendo's gam¬ 
ing systems, new "Pokemon" 
games and Sony Corp.'s "God 


of War III" helped boost results. 

Software sales jumped 10 
percent to $875.3 million, well 
above what most analysts were 
expecting. In addition to "God 
of War," which sold more than 
a million copies, two "Poke¬ 
mon" games from Nintendo 
and "Final Fantasy XIII" from 
Square Enix were also top sell¬ 
ers. "Battlefield: Bad Com¬ 
pany 2" from Electronic Arts 
Inc. was among the month's 
strongest-selling games as 
well.

What are 
Superfoods? 

Though there is no legal or 
medical definition, super¬ 
foods are nutrient power¬ 
houses that pack large doses 
of antioxidants, polyphenols, 
vitamins, and minerals. Eat¬ 
ing them may reduce the risk 
of chronic disease, and pro¬ 
long life, and people who eat 
more of them are healthier 
and thinner than those who 
don’t. Read about several 
foods that are considered 
super, what health benefits 
they offer, and how to fit 
them into your diet. 

Tomatoes 

Why they're super: They 
contain lycopene, an antioxi¬ 
dant rarely found in other 
foods. Studies suggest that it 
could protect the skin against 
harmful UV rays, prevent 
certain cancers, and lower 
cholesterol. Plus, tomatoes 
contain high amounts of 
potassium, fiber, and vitamin 
C. 

Blueberries 

Why they're super: These 
berries are fiill of phytonutri¬ 
ents that neutralize free radi¬ 
cals (agents that cause aging 


and cell 

damage). The antioxidants in 
these berries may also protect 
against cancer and reduce the 
effects of age-related condi¬ 
tions such as Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease or dementia. 

Kale 

Why it's super: Move over 
spinach, you've got some 
fierce competition. Kale con¬ 
tains a type of phytonutrient 
that appears to lessen the oc¬ 
currence of a wide variety of 
cancers, including breast and 
ovarian. Though scientists 
are still studying why this 
happens, they believe the 
phytonutrients in kale trigger 
the liver to produce enzymes 
that neutralize potentially 
cancer-causing substances. 

Black beans 

Why they're super: A cup 
of black beans packs 15 
grams of protein, with none 
of the artery-clogging satu¬ 
rated fat found in meat. Plus, 
they're full of heart-healthy 
fiber, antioxidants, and en¬ 
ergy-boosting iron. 

Broccoli 

Why it's super: Crucifer¬ 
ous vegetables like broccoli 


contain phytonutrients that 
may suppress the growth of 
tumors and reduce cancer 
risk. One cup of this veggie 
powerhouse will supply you 
with your daily dose of im¬ 
munity-boosting vitamin C 
and a large percentage of 
folic acid. 

Salmon 

Why it's super: Salmon 
contains omega-3 fatty acids, 
which the body cannot pro¬ 
duce by itself. These fatty 
acids reduce inflammation, 
improve circulation, increase 
the ratio of good to bad cho¬ 
lesterol, and may slash cancer 
risk. Salmon is a rich source 
of selenium, which helps pre¬ 
vent cell damage, and several 
B vitamins. 

Oats 

Why they're super: Full of 
fiber, oats are a rich source of 
magnesium, potassium, and 
phytonutrients. They contain 
a special type of fiber that 
helps to lower cholesterol 
and prevent heart disease. 
Magnesium works to regulate 
blood-sugar levels, and re¬ 
search suggests that eating 
whole-grain oats may reduce 
the risk of type 2 diabetes. 


Many people who have either 
a minor stroke or so-called 
mini-stroke aren't aware of it 
or don't seek medical treat¬ 
ment for more than 24 hours 
afterwards, finds a new study. 

British researchers 

analysed data from 1 000 pa¬ 
tients, average age 73, who 
had a transient ischemic at¬ 
tack (TIA) or a minor stroke. 
A TIA — often called by the 
misnomer "mini-stroke" — 
occurs when a blood clot 
temporarily clogs an artery 
and blocks blood flow to the 
brain. A minor stroke can 
cause symptoms that include 
unexpected trouble speaking, 
as well as vertigo, balance 
problems, and temporary 
weakness or numbness of an 
arm or leg. 

While TIAs and minor 
strokes don't typically cause 
permanent brain damage, 
early treatment of these con¬ 
ditions reduces the risk of a 
more serious stroke. 

In this study, the re¬ 
searchers found that most pa¬ 
tients were unaware they had 
had a minor stroke or TIA — 
68% of TIA patients and 69% 
of minor stroke patients did¬ 
n't know the cause of their 
symptoms. Only 47% of the 
patients with a TIA and 46% 
of patients with a minor 
stroke sought medical atten- 


Wearing cleats on a natural 
grass playing field seems to 
offer athletes some protec¬ 
tion from anterior cruciate 
ligament injury when they 
make a quick turn, new re¬ 
search shows. 

"These are injuries where 
an athlete plants his or her 
foot while making a cut and 
blows out his or her knee," 
Dr. Mark Drakos, a study co¬ 
author who, at the time of the 
research, was an orthopedic 
fellow in sports medicine at 
the Hospital for Special Sur¬ 
gery in New York City, said 
in a hospital news release. 
The ligament is commonly 
referred to as the ACL. 

"We don't know all the 


tion within three hours of 
symptom onset — the time 
limit for use of a clot-busting 
drug. 

Among the other findings: 

Few patients were aware 
of the symptoms of a minor 
stroke. 

67% of TIA or mini-stroke 
patients and 74% of minor 
stroke patients sought med¬ 
ical attention within 24 hours. 

77% of patients saw their 
primary care doctor first in¬ 
stead of seeking emergency 
medical care. 

30% of patients who suf¬ 
fered a recurrent stroke didn't 
seek timely medical attention. 

TIA patients were more 
likely to delay seeking med¬ 
ical attention if their physical 
and speech abilities were nor¬ 
mal, if symptoms were short- 
lasting, or if their symptoms 
occurred on a Friday, week¬ 
end or holiday. 

The findings, published in 
the journal Stroke, "indicate 
a lack of public awareness 
that TIA is a medical emer¬ 
gency," and suggest the need 
for more public education, 
study author Arvind Chan- 
dratheva, a clinical research 
fellow in the Stroke Preven¬ 
tion Research Unit, depart¬ 
ment of clinical neurology, 
University of Oxford, said in 
a news release. 


science behind why ACL in¬ 
juries may be more common 
on turf than on grass," 
Drakos said. The study be¬ 
gins to address that, he said, 
because "we need to opti¬ 
mize some of those environ¬ 
mental factors. 

When a similar cut, or 
quick turn, is made on four 
different surfaces, "the best 
strain profile is in grass/cleat 
combinations," Drakos said. 
"So, there is less force occur¬ 
ring at your ligament for the 
same cut on that particular 
surface using this model." 

The finding is published 
in the January issue of the 
Journal of Biomechanical

Geithner says economy 
growing faster than expected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Trea¬ 
sury Secretary Timothy Geith¬ 
ner says the economy is 
growing faster than the Obama 
administration expected. 

He tells NBC’s ’’Meet the 
Press” that the country is on 
the way to sustained job cre¬ 
ation. But he acknowledges 
that unemployment may re¬ 
main high, close to 10 percent. 

Geithner says there’s more 
confidence in the business 
world, and he says the private 
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sector is growing. He also says 
people are spending more. 

He said he sees encourag¬ 
ing signs that should make 
Americans confident the coun¬ 
try will emerge stronger. 

Geithner said President 
Barack Obama was taking 
steps to reduce the nation's 
deficit. 

He said that the president 
would extend middle-class tax 
cuts, but would not renew tax 
cuts that President George W. 
Bush put in place for the 
wealthiest Americans. 

Geithner also said he was 
confident there was enough 
political unity on Capitol Hill 
for the US Senate to forge a 
strong financial regulatory bill 
despite differences over some 
parts of it. 

”1 believe that we are very 
close on this,” Geithner said on 
the program, adding that Re¬ 
publicans and Democrats now 
agreed on the vast bulk of 
things necessary to end "too 
big to fail."

Early Saturday morning, , the 
auditorium of the University of 
Aruba was filled to hear the re¬ 
sults of the semi-annual survey 
conducted by second year stu¬ 
dents of the Tourism and Hos¬ 
pitality Management program 
among island visitors, as con¬ 
ducted under Dean Dr. Ryan 
Peterson. 

This is the fourth year the 
students have canvassed up to 
1500 vacationers for their 
input of the Aruban experi¬ 
ence, not only to measure the 
success of what the island pro¬ 
vides as a locale, but also to 
examine the effectiveness of 
its various marketing cam¬ 
paigns. Each survey requires 
teams of students to expound 
in seven categories, which 
when combined, provides an¬ 
swers as to the nature of 
Aruban tourists and what they 
require, and if the island is de¬ 
livering on the promise. 

This year, the results were 
preceded by a talk from Dr. 
Marcella Daye, who also was 
Keynote Speaker for the An¬ 
nual Tourism Conference 
Aruba, (ATCA) earlier in the 
week. Dr. Daye began her ca¬ 
reer as a radio journalist and 
worked for ten years with the 
Jamaica Tourist Board. Dr. 
Daye is lead editor of the re¬ 
cently published “New Per¬ 
spectives in Caribbean 
Tourism,” and is now based 
out of London. She confirmed 
to the audience it is always en¬ 
lightening and surprising to re¬ 
turn to the region to witness 
the changes and advancement 
of the various island nations. 

As the topic of the day was 
“Branding” which is defined 
as “the application of market¬ 
ing techniques to a specific 
product, product line, or brand; 
seeking to increase the prod¬ 
uct's perceived value,” Dr. 
Daye directed her remarks to¬ 
wards what she considers 
Caribbean islands need to do to 
differentiate themselves under 
the umbrella brand of “Ca¬ 
ribbean.” The Caribbean is al¬ 
ready recognized in key 
markets as being synonymous 
with “beautiful beaches and 
crystal blue waters,” but the 
challenge for each island in a 
very competitive market is 
how to make the most of what 
gives their island a particular 
character and distinction, to 
convey how these assets make 
it a desirable destination more 
so than others, and to convince 
the consumer to choose it as a 
vacation destination over other 
similar choices. 

To accomplish this, Dr. 
Daye believes that the support 


by governments and tourist 
boards of native culture and 
character is paramount, and 
surveys found that consumers 
responded well to this sort of 
branding. Interestingly enough, 
when marketing specialists an¬ 
alyzed responses to the home 
pages of the Dutch Caribbean 
websites and the image they 
presented of their island, Aruba 
was the only one that subjects 
felt was truly factual in their 
depiction of what is as an inte¬ 
gral part of the Aruban experi¬ 
ence. 

Following the opening ad¬ 
dress were the results of the 
survey conducted by Kaman 
Hui, Eliana Arguello, Clifton 
Starke, Jamie-Lee Richardson, 
Gilly Dijkhoff, Lugbelkis Wer- 
net, Margareth Boekhoudt, 
Lindella Croes, Jacy Hart, Fyta 
Sjak-Shie, Nathaly Stanley, 
Giomar Nunes, Kim Pablo, 
Bryan Maduro, Liandra Dew¬ 
berry and Emjaelka Kelly were 
presented. This in-depth sur¬ 
vey produced 655 “eligible” 
responses, as only those where 
all questions were included, 
from vacationers during the 
months of October and No¬ 
vember, 2009. 

Topics included Aruba’s Ex¬ 
perience and the Visitors’ Per¬ 
ception-Yay or Nay, How has 
the Global Financial Crises af¬ 


fected Aruba’s Tourism, Chan¬ 
nel Effects, Loyalty to Desti¬ 
nation Aruba, How to Improve 
Product Aruba, Getting there is 
Half the Fun-Spending and 
Booking Behavior, and Track¬ 
ing Guest Experience. 

Teams were charged with 
acquiring and graphing the in¬ 
formation, presenting it in an 
orderly and interesting manner, 
and analyzing and forming 
conclusions, while also being 
encouraged to offer recom¬ 
mendations. The aim is not 
only to train Aruba’s future 
tourism professionals to learn 
how to conduct organized in¬ 
vestigations and understand 
the information, but to also 
stimulate them in thinking 
what needs to be done for 
Aruba to attain sustainable 
tourism and development, a 
great concern for the island’s 
economic and social future. 
Through many of their conclu¬ 
sions the group proved to be 
quite astute and forward-think¬ 
ing, demonstrating great in¬ 
sight and originality in their 
ideas. This year’s crop of sec¬ 
ond year students showed ini¬ 
tiative and promise in their 
expediting of the survey. Full 
results are obtainable from the 
Faculty of Tourism and Hospi¬ 
tality Management at the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba in Oranjestad.

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Cuban cigar legend Robaina dead at 91 



HAVANA, Cuba (AP) - Cuban 
tobacco grower Alejandro 
Robaina, an international sym¬ 
bol of the island’s cigar-ma¬ 
king prowess, died Saturday. 
He was 91. 

Cuban state television an¬ 
nounced his death, and the 
state tobacco concern Habanos 
SA, which produces the 
Robaina brand cigar, said on 
its website that he was the 
"victim of a somber illness." 

The only Cuban grower 
with a cigar brand named after 
him, Robaina traveled for 
decades as an unofficial global 
ambassador for the island's sto¬ 
gies. Into his final days, he 
could be found smoking cigars 
in a rocking chair on his front 
port in San Luis, in western¬ 
most Pinar de Rio Province. 

He worked the fields in 
Vuelta Abajo, Cuba's most-fa¬ 


mous cigar-grow¬ 
ing region, where 
Habanos — a joint 
venture between 
the communist go¬ 
vernment and Bri¬ 
tain's Imperial 
Tobacco Group 
PLC — produced 
Robainas. 

Born in the 
town of Alquizar 
on March 20,1919, 

Robaina began 
working his fam¬ 
ily's fields from the 
time he was 10. He remained 
in Cuba when that land was 
nationalized after the revolu¬ 
tion that toppled dictator Ful- 
gencio Batista and brought 
Fidel Castro to power on New 
Year's Day 1959. 

Robaina became famous for 
the top-quality tobacco he 


helped produce and was ho¬ 
nored numerous times by the 
Castro government. 

There was no immediate 
word on funeral arrangements.

Peru town copes with being devoured 
by mine 


CERRO DE PASCO, Peru 
(AP) - The mile-wide gash 
grows almost daily with each 
dynamite blast, slowly devou¬ 
ring this bleak provincial capi¬ 
tal high in the Andes. 

The half-century-old, 
open-pit zinc and lead mine 
belches streamers of dust that 
coat homes. The soil is so con¬ 
taminated, indigenous Que- 
chua communities on the city's 
outskirts have quit growing po¬ 
tatoes and lettuce. Local taps 
run for six hours on a good 
week; 80 percent of available 
water goes to the mine. 

As the government conti¬ 
nues its aggressive push to ex¬ 
tract Peru's vast mineral and oil 
reserves, communities such as 
Cerro de Pasco are caught in a 
conflict between environmen¬ 
tal contamination and jobs that 
is fueling violent protests — 
some deadly — from the

Humanity, and I was so upset 
because I was in New Orleans 
so there was nothing I could 
do," said Robin Alex, of Albu¬ 
querque. 

Then last week, Alex re¬ 
ceived a call telling her 
Chicago Animal Care and 
Control had picked up her 
wandering cat as a stray. 
Staffers reached out to Alex 
after finding that Charles had a 
tracking microchip embedded 
between his shoulder blades, 
said the agency's executive di¬ 
rector, Cherie Travis. 

But Alex said she could not 
afford the round-trip ticket to 
Chicago to bring Charles 
home, so she was afraid he 
might be euthanized. 

Enter fellow Albuquerque 
resident Lucien Sims. Sims 
said he has a tabby cat who 
strongly resembles Charles, 
and was moved when his 
mother sent him an online 
story about Alex and her pet. 

Most importantly, Sims was 
on his way to Chicago on 
Thursday for a wedding, so he 
said he would go to the shelter, 
pick up Charles and bring him 
back to New Mexico. 

Sims has made all the 
arrangements for Charles' re¬ 
turn, including getting a com¬ 
pany to donate a cat carrier and 
American Airlines to waive the 
cat's travel fee. 

Travis said Charles is defi¬ 
nitely ready for his next adven¬ 
ture. "He's in good condition," 
she said. "He needs a good 
brushing. He's got a little bit of 
a cold — a little bit of an upper 
respiratory infection — but oth¬ 
erwise he's in great condition." 


Andes to the Amazon. 

Critics say the town of 
70,000, one of Peru's first in¬ 
dustrial mining complexes, 
embodies 100 years of unre¬ 
gulated extraction, toxic dum¬ 
ping and illegal land grabs. 

"As my life has gone by, 
I've watched the mine swallow 
the city," says Cerro de Pasco 
congresswoman Gloria 

Ramos, 54, gazing across the 
void from a rocky outcrop 
above the tangled streets and 
remnants of her hometown. 
"There has been a great exo¬ 
dus, but the poor stay." 

In late 2008, city officials 
gave the mine owner, Peru- 
based Volcan Compania Min- 
era S.A., permission to take 
another 28 acres (11.33 hec¬ 
tares) of the town, including 
the center square and its colo¬ 
nial church, rebuilt in 1748 
after an earthquake. If not, the 
company threatened to close 
the pit-mine, putting 4,000 


jobs at risk. 

About the same time, 
Peru's congress passed Ramos' 
bill to condemn and relocate 
Cerro de Pasco, based on U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
studies that found soil, homes 
and water saturated with toxic 
levels of lead. Nine of 10 chil¬ 
dren have elevated blood le¬ 
vels of one of 14 heavy metals, 
including lead, cadmium, and 
arsenic, according to the CDC. 

But more than a year later, 
President Alan Garcia's go¬ 
vernment is nowhere near pro¬ 
viding the $500 million the 
regional governor says is 
needed. Officials say technical 
studies will take three years 
and building a new town a 
decade beyond that. 

"It's affecting our health, 
especially that of our women 
and children," Ramos said, 
"and we can't go on living with 
it anymore." 


Likely meteor fragment found 
in Wisconsin 


MILWAUKEE, Wisconsin 
(AP) - Scientists say an appar¬ 
ent fragment from a meteor 
that lit up Midwestern skies 
last week has been recovered 
in southwestern Wisconsin. 

The fragment weighs 0.3 
pounds and is about the size of 
an unshelled peanut. The me¬ 
teor had streaked across the 
sky about 10 p.m. Wednesday 
and was visible from southern 
Wisconsin and northern Iowa 
to central Missouri. 

University of Wisconsin ge¬ 
ology professor John Valley 
says fragment has a so-called 
fusion crust. The paper-thin 
blackened coating results 
when a meteor superheats as it 
speeds through the atmos¬ 
phere. 

Valley says the man who 
found the fragment lent it to 


university scientists for a two- 
hour analysis. 

Based on preliminary tests, 
the meteor appears to have 
come from the vast asteroid 
belt between Mars and Jupiter.

May 2009. 

’’Last year I didn’t play 
well but won; this year the 
level is completely different,” 
Nadal said. ”1 have been 
playing well since the start of 
the season.”

"Probably one of my best 
(performances) on clay,” 
Nadal said. "One of my best 
levels on clay for sure.” 

He sealed the win on his 
first match point with a fore¬ 
hand pass and fell to the 
ground, rolling on his back as 
he savored his victory. 

"It was emotional for me 
today, it was my best week for 
a long time,” Nadal said. "It's 
unbelievable, Monte Carlo is 
my favorite tournament.” 

It was his 32nd straight 
win at Monte Carlo since his 
third-round loss to Guillermo 
Coria in 2003, and the relief 
at clinching his 37th career 
title was evident as he sobbed 
into a towel when he sat 
down. 

Although Federer didn't 
play at Monte Carlo, Nadal's 
win and early form on clay 
will make him a favorite to 
reclaim his French Open title 
at Roland Garros when the 
tournament starts late next 
month. 

"If he plays like this, no 
one can beat him,” the sixth- 
seeded Verdasco said. "He 
beat everyone in six years 
here and I’m just one of 
them.”

Cole hails Rooney, warns 
England 


Wayne Rooney 


Former Manchester United 
striker Andy Cole believes 
Wayne Rooney's ability to 
finish the simplest of chances 
is what has made him so 
deadly this season. The 24- 
year-old is in the best form of 
his career having scored 34 
goals in all competitions so 
far, and has been an integral 
player for the Red Devils. 

However, a recent ankle 
injury proved telling as 
United crashed out of the 
UEFA Champions League to 
Bayern Munich, while seeing 
their Premier League title 
hopes dealt a huge blow with 
defeat by Chelsea followed 
by a lacklustre draw with 
Blackburn Rovers. Rooney 
has always been capable of 
scoring goals of the highest 
quality, but Cole believes the 
fact that the England interna¬ 
tional is now finishing more 
rudimentary chances is what 
has made him one of the most 
prolific forwards in the 
world. 


"The good thing with 
Wayne this season is that he 
has got lots of tap-ins or goals 
from eight or ten yards, and 
those make big things in a 
season. 

"His work-rate has always 
been the same and he has al¬ 
ways been a team player, but 
to get into those areas and get 
more goals it has been ab¬ 
solutely superb. He has really 
stepped up to the plate and 
with (Cristiano) Ronaldo 
leaving he has come out and 
blossomed. He is now show¬ 
ing his full potential," said 
Cole. 

Cole, however, feels it is 
vital that England do not rely 
too much on Rooney if they 
are to harbour hopes of suc¬ 
cess at the 2010 FIFA World 
Cup South Africa™. The for¬ 
mer Everton player is quite 
rightly expected to be a inte¬ 
gral player in Fabio Capello's 
team, but the man who scored 
once in 15 appearances for 
the Three Lions between 


Torres to have knee surgery, 
will miss 6 weeks 


LIVERPOOL, England 
(AP) — Spain striker Fer¬ 
nando Torres faces a race to 
be ready for the World Cup 
in June because of knee sur¬ 
gery that will sideline the 
Liverpool player for six 
weeks. 

Liverpool says the surgery 


was scheduled for Sunday 
night and will keep him out 
for the rest of the English 
Premier League season. 

The team says Torres saw 
a specialist in Spain on Sun¬ 
day and was told he "would 
need surgery on a tom carti¬ 
lage in his right knee."

"In England, I feel we 
sometimes believe that one 
player can win us the World 
Cup," said Cole. "All teams 
have special players and Eng¬ 
land's is Wayne Rooney.

For us 
to win it every player on a 
given day is going to have to 
play to their maximum." 

Cole was speaking in 
Hong Kong, where he will 
lead a team in the Soccer 
Sevens tournament in the city 
next month. The 38-year-old 
recently had a spell coaching 
at Huddersfield Town, and he 
admitted he is keen to step 
into management in the fu¬ 
ture. 

"I don't want to close any 
doors on anything," he said. 
"I love football. Given the 
opportunity I would like to 
coach at a football club again 
and learn what you need to 
leam. but my ultimate goal is 
to try and manage a team 
given the opportunity." 


Did you know? 


The 1954 FIFA World Cup™ 
featured the infamous ’’Battle of 
Berne’’ between Brazil and Hun¬ 
gary. The match had been ea¬ 
gerly anticipated as a showpiece 
occasion between the world’s 
two best footballing teams, but 
soon descended into violence. 

Hungary took a 2-0 lead in¬ 
side seven minutes through Nan- 
dor Hidegkuti’s drive and 
Sandor Kocsis’ header but when 
Brazil’s Indio was brought down 
in the box, Djalma Santos 
scored the penalty. 

A first-half flare-up saw 
Jozsef Toth go off injured, leav¬ 
ing the Magyars down to 10 
men in the days before substi¬ 
tutes, but Mihaly Lantos re¬ 
stored their two-goal lead from 
the spot after Brandaozinho han¬ 
dled. Julinho crashed in a superb 
goal to make it 3-2 but Nilton 
Santos and Jozsef Boszik were 
sent off after coming to blows 
and Brazil’sHumberto Tozzi fol¬ 
lowed after kicking Gyula 
Lorent, leaving the game nine-a- 
side by the time Kocsis com¬ 
pleted the scoring. 

The violence did not end 
there, however, with Brazil am¬ 
bushing their opponents in a 
darkened dressing room and a 
10-minute fracas leaving at least 
one player unconscious and 
Hungary manager Gusztav 
Sebes needing four stitches. 



South Africa's World Cup 
gamble 



JOHANNESBURG (AP) - 
World Cup organizers still 
have 355,000 tickets to sell in 
the eight weeks leading up to 
the World Cup as they con¬ 
tinue to sacrifice short-term 
profits for the sake of long¬ 
term benefits and a better 
image for South Africa. 

Officials will be relieved 
that 145,000 match tickets 
were sold in the first four 


days of the final sales phase. 

But more sales are needed 
if FIFA, the sport's world 
body, are to avoid a PR disas¬ 
ter — the sight of empty seats 
at stadiums. 

Organizers have been 
forced to offer cheaper tickets 
to ensure all 11 World Cup 
stadiums — and not just those 
staging the most popular 
games — are full.

Income Statement 

The income presented in our financial statements represents the total income for all 4 companies operating onshore and international 
businesses based in Aruba. International business and investment activities are a key source and contributor to the bank’s consolidated 
income. Net Profits before tax and provisions in accordance with Central Bank of Aruba’s guidelines were AFL. 49.6 million. 

All business areas contributed to these results and the net result after tax declined in 2009 by 8%. 

From CMB N.V.’s total revenues, 24% went to paying personnel expenses, 31% to paying other operating expenses, 12% to paying taxes, 2% to 
strengthening our reserve for banking risks, and 31% to net profit, hence a healthy distribution among all stakeholders.
